There would be 
no clouds, no mists, and no fogs. 
Encireling the sun wo should see 'a 
sing of beautifully colored flames, 
the corona, visible all the timo in- 
stead of being hidden by the dazzle 
effect of light diffused by the air, 

“We should sce the world. itself 

Oluminated brilliantly, but in sharp 
relief, the effect being similar to, but 
more striking than, that produced by 
@ powerful searchlight, sweeping the 
countryside on a very dark night. 
Everything would be either fully lit 
up or in black shadow; there would 
be.no ‘half-tones’,  _ 
“During the day, winter and sum- 
mer, there would be heat, such as 
would make our tropics seem by com- 
parison a polar region. At sunset the 
sun would sink as hot and -brilliant: 
as ever until he went out and night 
rushed upon us like a cloak thrawn 
over our heads, There would be no 
twilight; one minute tho burniog sun, 
the next black night and intolerable 
cold, the cold of utter extinction, If 
during the day time we could escape’ 
the furnace of the sun’s heat by hid- 
ing In the shadows or underground, 
at night we should have no escape 
from the cold; even tho sun-scorched 
rocks would be frozen cold a few min- 
utes after sunset. Fire would be im- 
Dossiblo, and a hundred blankets 
would make us no warmer, for the 
warmth of our clothes depends on 
the air which is trappad in the pores 
of the material, 

“Meanwhile, we should be subject- 
od to an incessant bombardment of 
meteorites, or “thunder-bolts,” arriv- 
ing at the rate of from seven tc 
twenty miles a second, in size vary- 
ing from dust to rocka as big as 
mountains, exploding on impact. into 
white hot vapor, churning huge holes 
in the ground, and giving us a very 
falr representation of one of the ar- 
tillery barrages so popular ‘n~ the 
recent war.

New York, Oct. 10.—The ‘financing 
of publfe utilities by the users of the 
commodity supplied, an experiment 
born of wartime exigencies, has grown 
80 fast in the post-war period that to-

plants has created a class .of invest- 
ors in the United States only equal- 
led in numbera by the owners of Li- 
herty bonds, A source of new invest- 
ment capital especially for the devel- 
opment of public utilities, untouched 
by financing campaigns in use before 
the war, has been tapped, and com- 
binations of companies serving the 
public with’ daily utilities are ‘being 
organized to sell their securities dir- 
ect to customers.: As the result of 
this “customer ownership’ mtove- 
ment, niore than 50,000 persons in the 
state of Hlinois alone are now-owners 
of securities of their local utilities, 
and new capital is being sought-by 
this method in nearly every state in 
the union.

Washington's Engiish Home. 

Sulgrave Manor in Northampton- 
shire, the ancestral home of the 
Washingtons in “the gpacious times 
of great Elizabeth,” is an English 
shrine that will probably attract 
American tourista during the coming 
season even more than Shakespeare's 
birthplace” or the ‘cottage ‘of: Ann 
Hathaway. Extensive repatra and 
alterations have restored the place 
as nearly as possible to the condition 
in which it stood when it was occu- 
pied “by Lawrence Washington, 
Mayor of Nortbampton, who bought 
the estate in 1539, during the reign 
of Henry VIIL.;. and recently it bas 
been opened to the public. Lawrence 
Washington paid a few’ hundred
